A. C. Higby, Dixon township supervisor and chairman of the county 


board's liquor committee, today issued a stern warning to all Lee 
county tavern and roadhouse owners and proprietors concerning tavern 
closing hours. 


He said, "In the future, any li- 


quor law violation will automat- 
ically mean the revocation of the 
liquor license." He added, "This 
warning applies to all taverns." 


Higby's statement came as an 


aftermath of a spot check made by 
the committee and Sheriff John 
Stouffer about midnight Saturday. 


The Dixon supervisor said that 


three of the taverns checked were 
violating- the law by serving whisky 
and beer after midnight. He add- 
ed that no Dixon taverns were in 
violation. 


Higby singled out The Biown 


Shingle tavern, located on Pal- 
myra Road, as perhaps the scene 
of the most flagrant liquor law 
violation. 


Ke explained that the bartenders 


continued to sell liquor after mid- 
night Saturday even after they 
weie told to stop, 
Higby added 


that he intends to see to it that it 
never happens again.

Donna Sue, 
missing to police about 30 minutes 
after they had put her to bed at 
9:30 p.m. The father said a screen 
had been removed from a window. 


Davis, a clerk for the Chicago & 


North Western Railroad, and his 
family live on the first floor of a 
two-story duplex in a modest Sioux 
City neighborhood. 


No Motive 


Police Capt. John Rispolje said 


he has learned no motive for .a 
kidnaping. He said there appar- 
ently has been no family trouble 
and the parents knew of no one 
who would wajit to take the child. 


The Davises have two other chil- 


dren, Mary jCJlay-, riband^Cmuny, 
7, who were asleep in'another bed- 
i-oom. 


Several neighbors reported see- 


ing a man com* up to the duplex 
and go to the back where the bed- 
room is located. 


Although the end of the crib was 


near the window, police believe 
the person must have entered the 
bedroom. The window sill is about 
four feet from the ground. 


Hear Js'othing 


Mr. ajid Mrs. Davis said they 


heard no noise in the t>edroom. 


Capt. Rispolje said Laif Sjeldos, 


who lives in the neighboihood. told 
of chasing a man with a bundle in 
his arms down an alley about a 
block fiom the Davis home. 


Sjeldos said he cornered the man 


in some bushes but that he got 
away when Sjeldos went into his 
house to telephone police. 


The blonde haired, blue eyed 


child was dressed in pink pajamas 
when put to bed. 


Geoige Berger, a

Stratton Vetoes 56-Hour 
Week for City Firemen 


Says It's Local Matter; 
Claims He'll Kill Bonus 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (/rV-Gov. Stratton today vetoed the !>6-hour week- 


bill for downslate firemen in cities over 12,000 population and announced 
he will kill the 150-miIhon-dollar Korean war veterans bonus proposal. 


In disposing of 115 measures ap- 


proved by the Legislature, Stratton 
signed bills to add 100 men to the 
stale police force, allow down&tate 
cities to operate local liansporta- 
tion systems and piovide for con- 
struction of National Guaid arm- 
ories in Freeport. Efrlngham, West 
Frankfort and Litchfield. 


The governor, explaining to news- 


men his veto of the firemen's bill 
said conditions varied in munici- 
palities that would have been af- 
fected. 


"Jn some, the 56-hour itile would 


be idatively easy to apply," h«j 
said, "and m others it might be 
burdensome.

Slratton said a "veiy 
careful 


study" of Uie Korean bonus ques- 
tion was needed before pushing 
ahead with any specific payment 
plan.

mitted to voters at the 1936 gener- 
al election the question of issuing 
150 million dollars in .state bonds 
to pay awards ranging from $50 to 
$555, depending on duration and 
place of service.

Clothes Dryers 


I thought you might be interest- 


ed in the following information re- 
ceived from the U.S.D.'A. Agricul- 
tural Research Service concerning 
automatic clothes dryers. This re- 
search was supervised by Roxanne 
O'Leary. 


The electrically heated dryer was 


found to cost 6.7 cents per load 
(44 minute drying period) based on 
electricity rates of 2.5_ cents per 
kilowatt hour. Gas heated dryers 
cost only 0.9 cents per load, but it 
must be kept in mind that the gas 
heated dryer initially costs from 
$25 to S45 more than the electrical- 
ly heated model of the same brand. 


It cut the actual working time to 


one-sixth of that of line drying, they 
found in their research. 


Do clothes stay whiter when 


dried in the sunshine? What about 
fading of colors in a dryer? Re- 
sults of tests varied -according to 
the type of fabric, but on the whole, 
differences in whiteness between 
dryer and line drying were so 
slight they could hardly be distin- 
guished by eye even after 50 wash- 
ings. A thorough washing and 
rinsing is more important in main- 
taining whiteness than is the meth- 
od of drying; Colors, except for 
some blue dyes which were badly 
affected by the gas heated dryer, 
were significantly more stable when 
clothes were dried in a dryer. This 
was particularly true of some red 
dyes, even when compared with 
garments that were dried outside 
in serai-shade. 


What about shrinkage? Shrink- 


age in machine drying proved to 
be greater than in line drying for 
almost all items tested. For some 
items, such as diapers, this might 
be an advantage since shrinkage 
increases the absorbency. Cotton

blocked into shape, showed th« 
same shrinkage as when dried out- 
doors. To offset 
the increased 


shrinkage from the use of mechan- 
ical dryers, some manufacturers of 
cotton knit goods have developed 
a shrink-resistant process known as 
"Perma-sized." 


Are dryers hard on clothes? Be- 


cause of the lint collected in the 
dryer, the impression is given that 
dryers wear cut clothes faster. Ac- 
tually, the same lint is removed 
from clothes when hung outdoors 
but it is blown away and we there- 
fore aren't aware of it. Strength 
tests showed, in general, 
that 


smooth finished fabrics such as 
sheets, broadcloth shirts, rayon and 
nylon garments lost less tensile 
strength when dried in a dryer 
than when dried outside, napped 
or rough surfaced fabrics such as 
terry cloth toweling or' diapers lost 
slightly more tensile strength when 
dried in the dryer. 


It was also found that, in general, 


garments dried in a dryer were 
softer and many were less wrinkled 
than those dried out-of-doors. This 
would be a particular advantage in 
the case of items such as toweling, 
diapers, or knit goods.

He charges people S2 for the 


privilege of sitting in his uranium 
dirt for two hours. About 150 a day 
pay for room to sit. It once took 
Reese a considerable amount of 
milking to get that sort of money 
from his cows. 


Reese discovered uranium on his 


farm two years ago, but not in 
commercial quantities. He forgot 
the matter. 


Last September a stranger asked 


Reese if he could sit in his ditch. 
Seems he'd been taking radiation 
treatments for pains for rheuma- 
ti;>i and thought he could get 
some help from the ditch while 
visiting Comanche relatives. 


Reese told him to go ahead. The 


word spread. Soon sitters were 


trampling his fields and leaving 
gates open. 


Reese thought he'd stop that 


bother. He declared anyone could 
sit in his dirt for $2 for 2 hours. 
He built a shed big enough for six 
persons to sit on benches. On the 
floors and behind sheetrock walls 
he^iled dirt. 


That didn't stop them. By June 


of this year people were standing 
in line. He expanded the shed to 10 
times its original size. He's sold 
his dairy herd and will convert its 
bam to sitting. So he and his wife 
can get some rest, he's planning a 
9 p.m. curfew. 


Reese makes no claims and 


never has.- He has each sitter sign 
a printed pledge saying he visited 
the farm voluntarily.

Toe and Fingernails Are 
Easy Prey for Disorders 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D.

The nails of the fingers and toes 


usually sen'* us well giving much 
needed strength and support to the 
emds of these digits. Unfortunately 
the nails are susceptible to a great 
many disorders and can cause a 
lot of trouble. 


• They may act up following in- 
jury, disease elsewhere in the 
body, disorders of the skin in gen- 
eral, deficiencies in he diet, and 
local conditions which act on the 
nails alone. The nails can become 
loosened and fall off. They can be- 
come thickened, horny, easily split. 
soft, too thin, or deformed in any 
one of several ways. 


There are a large number of 


possible causes for disturbances of 
the nails. Irritation from neglect, 
dirt, or poorly fitting shoes or 
gloves may be responsible. Certain 
diseases of the internal glands 
sometimes cause abnormalities of 
the nails. 


THEKE IS A DISEASE of the 


nails resulting from inflammation 
around the base of the nail or the 
nail bed. This is the result of in- 
fection with germs and its common 
name is whitlow. 


A single nail may be involved— 


or all of them. This results m 
ridging and sometimes the nail 
separates and falls off. 


The treatment, of course, is to 


attack the infection. In extremely 
severe ca-ses. the nail may have 
to be removed before the infec- 
tion can be cleared up. 


Splitting of one or all of the nails 


is a common complaint. Its cause 
i? usually ob?cure. Ringworm ran 
affect the nails ?nd may be diffi- 
cult to rure 


PSORIASIS IS ANOTHER skin 


disease which may cause nails to 
become pitted and deformed. White 
spots or streaks can appear in the 
nails. The latter are most common 
in young- people, and on fingers 
rather than on the toes. 


All these diseases of the nails 


require accurate diagnosis, but un- 
fortunately 
many of them 
are 


difficult to cure. 


Irritation from nail polishes or 


lacquers is sometimes at fauli. In 
psoriasis, ringworm or eczema of 
th8 nails, treatment has to be 
aimed at the particular disease re- 
sponsible

Iced Tea 
Drinking 
On Upswing 


NEW YORK U?>—The American 


habit of reaching for a. glass of 
iced tea when the weather's hot 
is helping the tea industry achieve 
a long-sought goal: A more impor- 
tant place at the American table. 


The industry has been fighting 


for years for a larger share of the 
market in this nation of coffee- 
drinkers. The figures indicate the 
battle is being won. Imports of tea 
last year came to nearly lie mil- 
lion pounds—a gain of some 30 mil- 
lion pounds smut: tne end o£ Wond 
War II. 


A good part of this increase may 


be attributed to iced tea. 


Sales Soar 


Restaurant sales of iced tea have 


soared 250 per cent in the last five 
years, and the nation's total iced 
tea consumption has risen to some 
10 billion glasses a year. 


In the South, one large tea firm 


reports, more iced tea is drunk 
than hot tea. 


But consumption of hot tea is on 


the upswing, too,. The Tea Council 
of the U S.A. Inc , set up by India, 
Ceylon and Indonesia and the tea 
trade lit the U.S , says one impor- 
tant reason is price. Tea is one of 
the most economical beverages on 
the market. 


However, the council contends 


that more than price is involved. 
It points out that tea consumption 
was on the way up well before 
coffee prices started to nae. 


Due to War 


Part of the growing U. S. tea 


habit, it's suggested, may be due 
to World War H and the Korean 
War. Tea is the national drink of 
England, Japan and Korea, all 
places of famihary memory to mil- 
lions of ex-servicemen. So it is 
likely that many servicemen be- 
came tea drinkers overseas. 


The U.S. is second only to Eng- 


land in tea imports, but Americans 
are far behind the British in tea 
drinking'. The Tea Council esti- 
mate* that U.S. adults consume 
tea at the rate of nearly a pound 
a. year. The average Britisher 
drinks more than 10 pounds a year.

Russia Remains a Puzzle 
To Ike and All Americans

WASHINGTON UL_ Unless this 


country has a spy in the Kremlin. 
President Eisenhower will prob- 
ably go into the meeting a puzzled 
man when he sits down in Geneva 
a week item today with the Brit- 
ish. Fiench and Russians. 


He'll be we'l coached on the de- 


tails of any proposals he makes to 
the Russians, or any they are like- 
ly to throw at him. But what is 
apt to mystify him, unless he has 
extraordinary inside information, 
is wl"* H'js^a ha? 5ouprJpc3 reason- 
able iately. 


Every time something happens 


in the Kremlin—a death, a shift in 
power, a purge—there's a spurt of 
wishful thinking in this country 
that now there'll be an explosion 
and an end to communism. 


Another Spurt 


There's been another spurt in re- 


cent months because the Russians 
talked of wanting to end the cold 
war. Various wishful reasons have 
been offered: that they needed 
peace, due to a critical food short- 
age, and so on. 


For people supposedly that wob- 


bly, the Russians have made amaz- 
ing scientific and industrial prog- 
ress since the war. In the past 
year some Russian leaders have 
made statements critical of then- 
own agriculture and industiy 


True, that might be a frank ac- 


knowledgement of serious internal 
trouble. But the very fiaakness 
can also be interpreted as showing 
marked strength and confidence on 
the part of the Kremlin leaders. 
If they were in bad trouble, would 
they want to acknowledge it to 
their own people and outsiders? 
Hardly, if they were in real dan- 
ger. 


Last week Eisenhower said he 


knew of no one in the government 
who \\as suggesting the Russians 
•".'e^e seeking peace because of 
weakness. By coincidence, the next 
day a congressional committee re- 
leased the record of a hearing, 
held a month ago. at which Secre- 
tary of State Dulles said the Rus- 
sian economy was collapsing. 


Soft-Pedalled Words

peace: a realization that in a hy- 
drogen war. which gets closer 
every time the Russians get tough- 
er, no one can win; and perhaps 
hope that a shift in tactics will 
keep Germany disarmed, a result 
they failed to attain by swagger 
and bluster. 


The real question, whose answer 


won't be known until after the Ge- 
neva conference, at least, is this: 
are the Russians sincere at all in 
wanting peace?
